You have read that the present temporary government 
of Spain has sent an ultimatum to the Vatican allowing the 
Holy See five days in which to explain whether it had know!l- 
edge of a document recently taken from the Vicar General 
of Vitoria, in which the exilea Cardinal of Spain is supposed 
to have asked Bishops to dispose of some church valuables. 

What if the Vatican did have such information? What 
harm can any American find in any religious organization 
disposing of its own property? The things which Bishops in 
Spain would like to dispose of are sacred vessels no longer in 
use, precious vessels which date back to the middle ages, and 
which have been carefully preserved both because of their 
antiquity and because of their tender association with'kings 
and queens, with saints of centuries past. The government 
never purchased these things, and by what right do they 
belong to the government? If there be danger of a social- 
istic or communistic government confiscating even the 
ecclesiastical buildings and real estate throughout Spain, 
why should the Bishops allow them to confiscate these other 
treasures, which would be treated with greater respect out- 
side of Spain than in it? 
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THE “FOREIGN” CRIMINAL MYTH EXPLODED 


From the time of the war of 1812 through various presi- 
dential campaigns, through various eras of anti-foreign 
propaganda, such as in the days of Know-Nothingism, A. 
P. Aism, of Kluxism, it was represented that America would 
be a safer place in which to live if it were not for the so- 
called foreigner. Anti-Catholic papers thrived on this 
charge. But now comes the Report of the Wickersham’ 
Board, containing an acquittal of the foreigner, and an in- 
dictment of the American-born. The Report says: “The 
foreign born commit considerably fewer crimes than the 
native born, in proportion to their respective numbers.” 

Dr. Edith Abbott, Dean of the Graduate School of Social 
Service Administration of the University of Chicago, who 
had charge of the gathering of facts in connection with the 
Wickersham Report, reprimands those who accept easy 
theories for provable facts. Since the “anti-foreign” slanders 
were usually associated with anti-Catholic propaganda (un- 
informed readers having the notion that the two groups were 
identical) it will be interesting to note that most crimes com- 
mitted by the foreign-born are to be laid at the door of those 
who did not come from Catholic countries. 

The immigrants who came from England, Scotland and 
Wales, for instance, have a higher criminal record than those 
who came from Ireland. Immigrants from the Scandinavian 
countries, which are not Catholic, are much higher in the 
list of criminals than those who came from Czecho-Slovakia. 
The immigrant Greeks, only a small minority of whom are 
Catholics, are more than twice as guilty as immigrants from 
Italy, who are identified in the popular mind with all sorts 
of criminality. Immigrants from Russia, which is not 
Catholic, have been more guilty than those from Poland.

experience, and many of them have expressed it in words 
similar to those of Dr. Wendell Holmes, The logical con- 
clusion to be drawn from it must necessarily be this: “If 
the Roman Catholic Church is the best one to die in, it 
must be also the best one to livein.” 

(10) Reflect on what St. Augustine told the Donat- 
ist schismatics: “Whosoever is separated from the Cath- 
olic Church, however innocently he may think he lives, for 
this crime alone, that he is separated from the unity of 
Christ, will he not have life, but the anger of God remains 
upon him’ (Council, Labbe, tom. ii. p. 1520) 


(11) There can be no action more unworthy of a 
man, than to live, troubled in mind with serious doubts, 
without taking pains to have them cleared up; and still 
more to continue to be in his bad faith after having ar- 
rived at the knowledge that the Catholic Church is the 
Church founded by Christ. This is like the conduct of a 
man who, wishing to arrive in a certain city, enters a rail- 
road car. Soon doubts arise in his mind whether the car 
is the right one or not. He then is told that the car does 
not go to the city he wishes to reach; yet instead of leav- 
ing it at once to go to the right one, he begins to consider 
how comfortably he is seated, and how inviting every- 
thing is that meets his eye. Admonished to leave, he ans- 
wers, without bestirring himself: “All right: | don’t care 
whether the car goes to the city or not. T wish to remain 
in it; I find it too comfortable and too pleasant to leave 
it,” - 

(12) Do not repeat after others that foolish saying: 
“God will not ask of men to what church they have be- 
longed, but whether they have led a good, honest, and 
moral life’; for God would cease to be God if, after hav- 
ing made known a religion, and after having founded a 
Church, He should be indifferent as to whether men 
should profess His religion and belong to His Church or 
not. In the second place, a good, honest life includes the 
perfect fulfillment of God's holy will; it includes, conse- 
quently, the observance of all the commandments of God 
and the firm belief in whatever Jesus Christ has sent the 
Apostles to teach; it includes submissicn to the prelates of 
the true Church as successors of the Apostles, to whom 
Jesus has said: “He that heareth you, heareth Me; and 
he that despiseth you, despiseth Me” (St. Luke x. 16). If 
a man fulfils all the other commandments of God, but 
fails in this, he toils and lives in vain. There are many 
who have, like you, led good and edifying hives: but hav- 
ing come to the knowledge of truth they were fully con- 
vinced that all would avail them nothing, unless they sub- 
mitted to the authority of the Catholic Church and lived 
according to her doctrine and precepts. This was the rea- 
son why they gave up, and continue daily to give up, all 
that this world can offer, in order to cling to the mother 
of all the saints, the holy Catholic Church. The approval 
of their conscience and the consolation of the Holy Ghost 
make their sacrifices light and even delightful. 

(13) Be not troubled on account ofthe promise 
which you have made to live and die in the religion of 
your childhood. When you made this promise you thought 
that yours was the true religion; but having become con- 
vinced of its falsity, your promise is no longer binding. 
It would even be sinful to think one’s self obliged to keep 
a promise to do what is displeasing to God.
